Stockton Flooded. 


STOI.-KIOX, 'February 'JO. — At an early 


hour this morning the Sun Joaquin and 
Oalaveras rivers and adjacent streams 
were out of their banks, and the water 
rising a: an alarming rate. The indica- 
tions were that the city of Stockton 
would be entirely flooded. At 1 o'clock 
the writer oil Mtwjr avenue was waist 
deep and the flood was pouring into the 
asylum grounds and covering the city 
north of Channel and east of Hunter 
street;. The water was then around 
the lumber yards, flour mills and Buell's 
planing mills. A thousand sacks of 
sand was* piled up around the gns and 
electric light works, and will probably 
keen ihu water out and save the city 
from darkness tonight. A big force of 
men are there ready to work. Ft is still 
raininLr. the waters are rising and a big 
overitow is looked foi at 6 o'clock. 


At S o'clock tonight the water in town is 


veceiliii:;, and the worst of the flood 
seenia to be over. The flood here is not 
so high as- a year ago, but covers a larger 
surface1.

FOLSOM, February l'J.—Chris Kvans, 


in charge of Sheriff Scott and Deputy 
Tinunius of Fresno, arrived <m this 
morning's train from Sacramento and 
were received by a delegation of several 
hundred citizens. Kvans was placed in 
the prison wagon, his wife aircompany- 
injj him, and was taken to the [K.-niten- 
tiary. He conversed freely on the way 
here and emphatically denied thai he 
had kicked or ever laid a hand on Mrs. 
Hrhrhton as Etati-d in the San Fruiiuiscu 
papers. Ho Paid he hail been acquainted 
with Morrell five or six months and 
kni'\v of no reason why Morrell joini.-il 
hint except that possibly he had itu'E- 
merixed him. Tliis was said with a 
laiijih, «ml that is all he would say on 
the subject. He said he went to his 
home in Visalia partly tu rest from his 
tramp in the hills and partly to see his 
children, and that he had been betrayed 
by George llyrd and his mother to the 
sheriff of Tulare county. When he saw 
so many old friends and neighbors as- 
sembled around his house he did not 
have the heart to fire on them. Mor- 
rell left the question of surrender en- 
tirely to his judgment. The cabin in 
the hills discovered and destroyed by 
Sheriff Scott's posse was built by Kvans 
and Sontag a year ago, and Sheriff Hcott 
would never have discovered its location 
if he had not been told by some pre- 
tended and false friend. 


On his arrival at the prison Evans was 
ken a bath and had his beard and hair 
haved and attired in royal bcngal tiger 
lothes. 
His moat intimate friends 


vould not know him. He looked pretty 
;ouf;h and seemed to fuel it. He was 
Mowed live minutes interview with his 
rite, iu which he showed much, more 
eeling than she did. She wore a de- 
ermined expression, and all the way 
ip regretted that he bad surrendered, 
ml said he ouirht to have stood up like 
i man and fought to the death.

Mrs. Evans Joins Chris at Mo- 


desto. 


The triumphal journey of Christopher 


Evans, the much abused (?) thief, train 
robber and murderer, which started in 
Tuesday morning with all the noise and 
>luster of a session of the Fifty-third 
iongrees, went out as softly and noise- 
essly as a counterfeit four-bit piece. 


With a show* of bravado and an at- 


,einpted air of indifference which thinly 
veiled his anxiety lest he should be 
strung up by the populace, he posed be- 
fore the admiring gaze of fools and 
criminals and a mixture of curious peo- 
ple along the line of the railroad, who 
wished a sight of the noted criminal. 


At Modesto the sheriff took precau- 


tion to close the blinds and conceal him 
trom view, well knowing the danger of 
[icrmitting the townsmen of the late 
Andy Mctimuiss to get sight of him. 
His wife joined him at this point and 
accompanied him to Sacramento, where 
he was placed in jail Tuesday night. 


SIRS. EVAN'S' Illtl'TAL ISQIMRY. 


It is worthy, of Tinte, especially by 


some people in this locality, that among 
her first soothing words that must have 
seemed to him to have been wafted from 
Paradise on the pinions of the white- 
winged doves of peace and gentleness, 
was the inquiry as to why he had 
not made a fight of it when be 
was surrounded by the oflicere at Yisalia 
instead of surrendering. 


The fact that her own children were 


in the house and that honest men in the 
performance of their duty as officers 
would have probubly_ been killed, and 
more women and children would have 
been robbed of their natural supporters 
by her mnrderer husband, in no wise 
appeased her thirst for innocent blood il 
the spilling of it would leave him free to 
stay and rob others.

EVANS' BRUTAL THREAT. 


He Writes a Letter to Under Sher- 


iff Hall. 


The Visalia Times of the 20th instant 


states that Under Sheriff Hall of thai 
•ounty ia in receipt of one of Evans 
characteristic letters—bloodthirsty am 
vaunting—written a week before his 
surrender, and gives the following ac- 
count of it: 
"On the way to the jail Evans asked 


Hall if he h'ail received a letter from 
him written while he was at Fort Deli- 
anc.e. The latter replied that he hai 
not, Evans said that be had written 
him a letter, but that the express (lit 
not conic down everyday from Fort De- 
fiance. During the afternoon Mr. Hal 
was handed the following letter: 


"Foirr- DKRAM-E, February 12,1894. 
"Will Hall, Under Sheriff:—Well,oK 


lx»y, I have read an account in the pa 
pern which slated that I had threatened 
to kill you and several others. You wil 
die of" old age before you die by m; 
band or by any man's hand that is wit! 
me. Yo'i'treated me like a man am" 
when you took me a prisoner you wer 
kind tome. I will never harm Sheril 
Kay or any of bis depu* 1 •«. 


"Of course, we are liable to cantun 


some of those crazy Fresnoites and tun 
them over to Sheriff Kay for safe keei 
ing. There are four men that I wi 
shoot on sight and their names are: fl 
Rauelje.

Brighton claims to have been in the 
elective service for trie past fifteen 
ears, and that he, acting under United 
tales Marshal C-fard, had secured the 
onfidence of the Evans familv, and was 
mploycd by them to take charge of the 
nailer children while Mrs. Evans and 
ie older children were t^iving inetruc- 
ons in tho kindergarten of crime 
nown as the "Evans and Sontag" 
rama.

The Food They 


Need. 


Urn-rim HKi'L-iiLiuAN:-- As ibis is the 


lime to commence hatching our turkey 
«;.:!•, or at least to commence the incli- 
nation of them, I thought that I might 
jcrlmps drop a few bints that would be 
of advantage to some one. To those 
who do not use machines for incubation 
ind use hens 1 would say that in order 
;,o secure a good hatch great care is re- 
quired, for (as I have said in these col- 
umns before) while our adult turkeys 
are perhaps the hardiest of any of our 
domestic birds, their little poults arc, I 
believe, without a single exception, the 
most frail, while young, of any. They 
often succumb to the most trivial causes, 
therefore it ia the more necessary that 
we use every precaution and means pos- 
sible to protect, and preserve them. 


In the first place, if you use hens sue 


that they arc clear of vermin. Do this 
as soon as yon find "hidtlie" has become 
broody. Select a suitable place for ln-r, 
which should he on the ground and 
away from where others can bother her. 
At liigm, place her in it, after having 
first thoroughly rubbed her coat under 
the wings, on the neck and head and 
on top the butt of the wings with a so- 
lution of one p»rt coal oil to live parts 
lard, or other fresh grease.

everv other day for three times before 
•living her the eggs. 
" Now if she atill holds her nest well, 
clean out all the refuse of the old nest 
and flatten and hollow out a place in the 
ground about the depth and shape of a 
Targe tin pie plate.

question by the peaceful acquisition and 
spread of American institutions which 
it would be both foolish and wrong to 
decline. Adopted. 


The convention then passed resolu- 


tions calling for the creation of a govern- 
ment secretary of mines and mining, 
demanding the foreclosure of the gov- 
ernment mortgages on the Union and 
Central Pacific railroads at the earliest 
time possible and that the government 
operate tlie same for tbe benefit of the 
public, declarintr that United States 
senators should be elected by a direct 
•vote of tbe people. 


At the evening session a resolution 


favoring equal euffrage for women was 
adopted by a vote of 251 to 211. 


The convention next took up and 


passed the resolution 
memorializing 


congress to enact legislation donating 
to tbe various states and territories all 
arid lands within their boundaries sus- 
ceptible of irrigation, and prescribing 
each conditions as will secure the land 
to actual settlers through purchase from 
the state. An ineffectual attempt was 
made to pledge the congress in favor of 
a system of irrigation and control of 
arid lands hy the general government. 
Adjourned sine die.

Contrary to all expectation, and to the 


iireat Fiirprise i>f the people who have 
been watching his career with the deep- 
est inil-rest, Chris Evans lias surren- 
dered. Kvans, the notorious bandit, 
who seemed to bear a charmed life, who 
was thought invincible, and who con- 
sidered himself another "man of des- 
tiny," hiis given himself up without 
Hruiua shot or striking a blow for the 
liberty he took such desperate chances 
to attain aud which he represented to 
lie dearer to him than life. 


The surrender took place at 10.40 


o'clock yesterday morning at Evans' 
old home in Visfllia, which hug lately 
been occupied by J. V. Brighton and 
wife, who have been taking care of the 
bandit's children. 
Evans had come 


down from the mountains to see the 
children and was accompanied by Ed 
Morrell, his liberator and partner for 
the past two months. Morrell also sur- 
rendered. 


THE SEWS IS FISESNO. 


The news of the surrender was posted 


on THK REPUBLICAN- bulletin board and 
spread rapidly throughout UK; city. It 
caused intense excitement as well as 
surprise, and many people immediately 
jumped at the conclusion that the des- 
peradoes had came down 
from the 


mountains on purpose to give themselves 


Knowing the feeling that existed in 


Visalia against. Evans it was expected 
that he would be lynched by the people 
there, and further newa of the bandit 
was awaited with eagerness, but "™" 
of the kind expected came. 


There was general satisfaction at the 


inglorious ending of the career of the 
bandit and because no blood had been 
spilt in his capture. Even the few who 
were deceived b"y his rliodomontadea 
into believing him a man of courage 
were disgusted at the tame ending ol 
this art of the drama of "Kvana and 
Morrell" anil a word of pity could no- 
where be heard. 


TI1E1K AKItlVAl, IS VISALIA. 


The accounts as to when Evans and 


Morrell arrived in Visalla differ. One 
has it that they came there as early as 
last Friday night Rt about 8 o'clock 
while another says it was Sunday night, 
Whichever is right, Sheriff Kay learned 
-jf their arrival Sunday andimmediatel; 
had, the house watched by a large num- 
ber of armed men. 


Where tiie officers got the information 


is not definitely known either. Some 
reports have it that one of Evans' chil- 
dren told a neighbor that his father was 
home, while others state that the au 
thorities have been expecting a visi 
froui the bandit for some time and 
a, close watch on the house. 


The Vieahans became aware, of the 


presence of the desperadoes about ' 
o'clock yesterday morning and there 
were soon hundreds of them in the 
vicinity of Evans's house. Every avail 
able pface that would serve as a point o 
observation was soon occupied. The; 
expected to see a bloody fight and forgo 
the danger they themselves would be ii 
should one occur. 


A rARLEY. 


About 9.30 o'clock Sheriff Kay sen 


W. K. Beeson with a Hag of truce up t 
the house for the purpose of demandin 
the surrender of Evans and Morrell, o 
if thoy refused, to ask the desperadoe 
to let'the children and women leave tli 
house before the otlicers tried to carry 
Itv assault. 
" Beeson no sooner got to the door tha 
it was opened and lie was seized by th 
arm and dragged inside. Nearly ha 
an hour elapsed and Beeaou failed t 
return. At the expiration of that tim 
Joey, one of Evans' boys, came out i 
the door with a message for Sheriff Kay 
It was as follows: 


"Sheriff Kay:—Come to tho hous 


without guns and you will not b 
harmed. I want to talk with you. 
"Cimis EVANS." 


Kay wrote an answer, which the bo 


took back to his father, and returned 
few minutes later with another not 
from Kvans, which read as follows: 


"Sheriff Kay: Pend the crowd awa 


and bring Will Hall with yon to th 
irate, and we will talk. I will not bar 
you. Yon are the sheriff of the count> 
and I will make terms with you but i 
one else. 1 will step out on the pon 
when you come to the gate. 
"Gums EVANS.' 


THE SCRRENTiKK. 


A few minutes after the receipt of tli 


last note Sheriff Kay, after taking nece 
sary precautions, walked up to tl 
Kvans house, accompanied by Uml 
Sheriff Hall. Both were unarmed. A 
they got to the gate Evans and Morre 
came out of the house. Kay shoo 
hands with Evans, who appeared to 1 
very sell-possessed.

where* Evans and Morrell were searche 
Both of them looked very much tl 
worse for their rough experience in tl 
mountains, being thin and unkemp 
their clothes were also ragged. The 
stated they hail come to Visalia on foo 
After kissing his children, Evans an 
his companion, Morrell, were hurrie 
t" a team and rapidly driven to jail. 


TALK OF LYNCHING. 


While the crowd was orderly enoug 


before Evans' surrender, as soon as 
was taken to jail and the Bright* 
loosened their tongues and told a sto

This is the train due 
ere at 11.45 a.m. and it was therefore 
ver seven hours late. 
There were a large number of curious 
Dople at the depot awaiting tho arrival 
the train, and as soon as it came- in 
ie passengers and trainmen alighting 
ere surrounded by little knots of pec- 
le anxious to hear all about the bold 
obbery. 
The crew that was on the train when 
t was robbed had been left rtt Sumner, 
iat being the end of their run, and be- 
des the passengers there were only the 
xpress messenger, baggage man, the 
mail clerk and the Pullman conductor 
nd porters who came through. 
The cars damaged iu the wreck and 
xploaion of dynamite were left below, 
udother cars put in their place. The 
.assengers, it waa plain, hud not yet re- 
overed from the shock to their nerves, 
nd once started in their story of the 
ibbery spoke hurriedly. No two stories 
ere alike. 


A lllf. HAIL. 


There is no doubt at all that the rob- 


jers secured a very large sum of muney. 
*\o information on this point could be 
btained directly, but from statements 
lade by trainmen to friends, tho money 
tolen must amount to at least $70,000, 
nd it is very likely that $140,000 is 
learer the mark. 
The overland safes were opened by 
he robbers, telegraphic reports to the 
ontrarv notwithstanding, and the rob- 
jers took therefrom seven bags of gold. 
The total amount secured depends upon 
he sum in each bne. It would, under 
10 circumstances, be' less than $10,000 a 
>a", while it is stated on good authority 
hat the bags usually contain $20,000 
inch. 
In the overland safes is the money 


jhipped by bankers, who usually pu', 
.20,00 in gold in each bag. It seems 
hat the robbers did not even notice the 
vay safes and refused to burden them- 
telves with any silver. They took the 
noney to a buck board near by, being 
lelpedby a deadhead fireman part of 
the way. 


A MAIL CLEKK'S STOKV. 


Mail Clerk Frank Loreyand his fellow 


clerk, James Gafl'ney, were on the same 
train when it was robbed some months 
igo almost in the same place. The for- 
mer gave thefnllnwingaccount of Thurs- 
day night's robbery: 


"It was about 11.40 o'clock when I 


was startled by the swaying of the mail 
car. A moment later there was a vio- 
lent jolt which threw me off ot my feet. 
At first I thought it was a collision. I 
nin to tb,c door, opened it and was 
about to jump from the car to see the 
extent of the damage when I saw tlic 
Hash and heard the report of several 
illOiS. 
' 
"I immediately guessed what the, 


matter was, namely, that the train was ; 
being attacked by robbers, and drew ! 
back into my car, closing the door. 1 
saw one man but believe there were 
two wlio committed the robbery. It is 
quite likely they had two or more ac- 
complices. After firing a great number 
ot shots from their rifles and pistols 
they gave their attention to the express 
car. I heard several explosions of dyna- 
mite. The first when they blew open 
the door and the uihera when the safes 
were being opened. 


"It is not true that any of the crew 


were ahot by the robbers. The fireman, 
Aithur Masters, waa caught between 
the tender and engine when the train 
was ditched and was horribly mangled. 
He lay there BETeral hours aud died a 
few minutes after he waa extricated 
from hia position. 


A tramp was also killed. He was sit- 


ting on the pilot of the engineand when 
the engine left the track he was crushed 
to death. Engineer Thomas merely re- 
ceived a few bruises. He jumped in 
timetoPAve himself. The report that 
he and the tramp were shot is incor- 


Lorey was asked what amount had 


been stolen from the express car, but 
stated he did not know. The robbers, 
he aaid, had blown open the overland 
safes. It occurred to him at that point 
that he had been too communicative and 
he corrected himself smilingly, saying 
he was not certain that the overland 
safefl had been opened. 


l.IKR A COLLISION'. 


Most of the paaaengera, it seeme, 


thought at lirat that there had been a 
collision, and were badly frightened. It 
is doubtful that their fears were allayed 
any when they found out that it was a 
train robbery. 


George Marshall, a Pullman porter, 


stated that after 
the jolt resulting 


from the ditching of the engine many 
passengers ran out on the platforms. 
They speedily returned to the cars, how- 
ever, when the train robbers began 
tiring alongside the train and ordered 
everybody to stay inside. Few attempt- 
ed to satisfy their cnrioaity after that, 
nearly all of them being terror stricken.

He stated these 
facts before the robbery occurred and 
said that the attempt would In; wittiin 
thirty miles of Fresno mid that they 
were going after big money to get out of 
tho country. 


This story was talked over with Mr. 


O'Donnell of Modesto, who was in tbe 
city yesterday and was one of Chris 
Evans' counsel when he was tried, but 
he disclaimed knowledge, of the matter 
or of Evans' whereabouts, and did not 
think that either Senator Goucher or 
Mr. Hinds had heard this story or they 
would have mentioned it. 


The ollicers admit that it is possible 


that Evans aud Morrell were at the, 
Roscoe robbery, hut do not believe it. 
They think they are still hid away in 
the mountains and are not contemplat- 
ing any long trips until the weather 
changes materially. 


Whether the story is true or not it

A DETECTIVE'S 
SUGGESTION 


Was the Roscoe Robbery PlamJed 


by Chris Evans? 


A curious story was told to a REPUI- 


I.ICAN representative yesterday which, if 
true, would tend to throw some light 
upon the strange friendship existing 
between Chris Evans and Ed Morrell, 
which has puzzled everyone to produce 
a theory that would satisfactorily ex- 
plain it. 


Nearly a year ago a detective, whose 


reputation for ability aud shrewdness is 
not surpassed on the coast, stated to a 
resident of this city that Chris Evans 
and the Sontagn were part of a well or- 
ganized bahd of crooks extending from 
New Mexico through to San Franciacp. 


He waa not located nor operating in 


this part of the country, but happened 
here on business during the excitement 
when Evans und Sontae were out in the 
brush evading the ofTieers. He mated 
that this information came to him pre- 
vious to the Collis robbery from an in- 
mate of the territorial prison in Arizona

within seventy-live feet of the back- 
board. The door of the express car was 
blown open with dynamite and the 
door-plate, casting, bottom rail, two 
door stileri, fan whig on one door, and 
nine panes of glass in the bulkhead in- 
side of the door were broken.

There ia ii lidh that Becurt'H its prey 


likn an artist, with regular strategy, 
and, strange to relate, nature has fur- 
nished it v,'ith a full equipment for the 
purpose, rod, line and bait. The an- 
gler, us it itt called, ia by no menus a 
beauty. It is about a yard long and 
has a huge, toadliko head, an enor- 
mous, gaping mouth and n formidable 
array of teeth. Tho first dorsal, or back 
fin, is almost wholly wanting, its plnro 
lioicg occupied by two or tlirco long, 
slender, movable apines which are- fas- 
tened to tho body by menns of joints. 
Ono ia attached by a hinge, •which per- 
mits of only backward and forwnrd mo- 
tion. 


Tho first spine is connected by a reg- 


ular ring and staple ami admits of 
movement in till directions, ns it is pull- 
ed this way or that by tho muscles. 
This is the anglor'3 polo, which contin- 
ues into n fine filament or line, and at 
the end there is a loose, sliming slip of 
mrmbraue, which plays the part of n 
bait. 


Tho angler fish is a slow swimmer, and 


it wnnhl have but littleancrppsif it hnd 
to clmso tho swift, active fishes upou 
which it feeds, so it snares them. I'.ir- 
tially hiding itself in tho mud or snnd, 
it waves its long filament:; with their 
glittering tips. As is well known, fishes 
are attracted by glistening objects 
moved about in the water. The neigh- 
boring fishes, following tho instincts of 
their inquisitive nature, como to exam- 
ine tho curious object, and suddenly 
they find themselves snapped lip in the 
wide jawa of their hidden foo. 


Tho angler ie a very voracious ciea- 


trtre, anil on several occasions it has 
boon known to seize n fish that had been 
hooked and was being drawn to the 
surface. In ono such caae tho angler 
seized a codfish and would not loosen 
its grip until it was struck on tho head 
with a boathook. On another occasion 
tho fish fell a victim to its own glut- 
tony, for having dashed at a conger eel 
that had just Iwen hooked, and having 
taken it into its month, the eel con- 
trived to escape through ono of tho gill 
apertures, and thns it was tho uncon- 
scious inonna of involving its captor in 
iUown fato.

places. He IB confident that he has 
very rich mine and also avers that ther 
are'otber rich ledges in Coarse Golc 
Grub Gulch and vicinity.

asses and each one in a separate class, 
nd the entire uc- is a bit of skulldug- 
ery adopted to nullffy the constitution 
dopted bv tbe people; still it is in force 
nd for the time being ia the law. 
However, there, appears in it, as see- 
on 'J35 of the act (pays 512, laws of 
$93), tbe following which becomes im- 
ortant iu the face of later events—Ma- 
era county having been cut oR and the 
xipulation reduced so as to de-class 
'resno county: 
"Counties created or organized after 
lie passage and approval oi this act, 
liall immediately copte under and be 
overned by its provisions so far as the 
une are applicable thereto, provided 
tat when the population of any exist- 
ng county shall have been reduced by 
euson oi tbe creation of any new county 
rooi the territory thereof, below the, 
lass and rank first assumed hereunder 
; shall be the duty of the Board of 
apervisora of such county to designate 
y order the class to which such county 
aa been reduced by reason thereof and 
neb county shall thereafter enter the 
ist of such class, etc." 


According to the last census tbe popu- 


ation of Fresno was 32,026 and that of 
;he First supervisor's district ia 5518 
Vith the exception of a email portion al 
i'irebaugh, all this population was cut 
off by tne erection of Madera county, 
educing tbe census population to some' 
hiiig over 27,000. 
The county government act specifie.' 
hat counties with population more than
